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King recalls Lower House of Parliament

AMMAN — Parliamentary life in Jordan will res- 
ume Monday when the Lower House of Parliament 
will hold its first session after a decade-long absence. 
.The reconvening of parliament, in response to a 
royal decree issued Thursday, was preceded by a 
flurry of wide scale political activities that involved 
the Royal Court, the cabinet, the National Con- 
sultative Council (NCC) and other political circles, 
and government departments, with a view to laying 
' down the basis for the coming stage. 


•The 60-member house was sus- 
pended by His Majesty King Hus- 
sein in 1474 after the Arab states 
recognised the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation ( PLO; as the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people. Half the 
deputies came from the West 
Bank-in the last elections held sho- 
rtly before Israel occupied the 
area in 1 46 7. and the’King felt rep- 
resentation of the Palestinians in 
the occupied territories and els- 


ewhere should be left to the PLO. 

At its session Monday or soon 
afterwards, the Lower House is 
expected to fill six West Bank vac- 
ant seats caused by deaths over the 
past in years and to pass a con- 
stitutional amendment that will 
'allow Jordan to hold by-elections 
in the East Bank to fill eight vac- 
ant seals in the house. The West 
Bank seats will have to be filled 
without by-eieciions there in view 
of the occupation and in acc- 


ordance with article xx of the con- 
stitution. 

As to the eight vacant seats of 
Easi Bankers in the house, by- 
elections are expected to be held 
in their respective constituencies 
to fill them after Lhe parliament 
• has passed the necessary con- 
stitutional amendment. The house 
is also expected to introduce ame- 
ndments to the present election 
law whereby new formations of 
constituencies will be announced 
in the light of the current cir- 
cumstances. 

The last elections held in J ordan 
were on April 15. 1467 and the 
house’s mandate ended in 1471 
but no new elections were held 
since then, it was on Nov. 26. 
1474 when the Arab summit in 
Rabat passed a resolution con- 
sidering the PLO the sole and leg- 
itimate representative of the Pal- 
estinian people. The house was 
then called to meet in an eme- 
rgency session during which an 
amendment to the constitution 
was introduced, empowering the 
King to postpone elections under 
compelling circumstances and 




upon recommendation from the 
cabinet. 

Another Royal decree issued 
Thursday dissohed the National 
Consultative Council, which was 
formed in 147* to advise the gov- 
ernment on legislation and other 
matters. The dissolution takes eff- 


ect from today. Saturday. Jan. 7. 
1 4X4. 

Article 73 

Article 73 of the constitution, 
which the Lower House was rec- 
alled to amend in accordance with 
the Royal decree states that: 

1- If Lhe house has been dis- 


solved a general election should 
be held and the new members 
should have to meet in an ext- 
raordinary session within four 
months after dissolution. The ses- 
sion will then be considered an' 
ordinary session in accordance 
with article 73 of the constitution. 

2- If no parliament had been 
elected within the four months' 
period, the dissolved house will 
meet to resume its full authorities 
until the election of a new Lower 
House of Parliament. 

3- The extra-ordinary session 
should by no means extend bey- 
ond Sept. 3l> of a given year and 
has to adjourn to allow for a new 
session starting on Oct. I . Should 
the extraordinary session open in 
October or November, it shall 
then be considered an ordinary 
session. 

4- Despite paragraphs one and 
two in this article, the King has the 
right to postpone general elections 
if very difficult circumstances war- 
rant and that should be done upon 
a recommendation from the cab- 
inet. 

5- Should during the abeyance

JocdStnian . parliament aims to 
aifiehd the constitution to allow 
for ^resumption of parliamentary 
elections only in the five" gov- 
emorates of the East Bank. 

The old parliament that rec- 
onvenes here Monday will revise 
article 73 oi the constitution to 
permit general elections to be held 
only in the East Bank, thereby gel- 
ling around the present con- 
stitutional requirement that gen- 
eral elections for the 60-member 
Lower House of Parliament take 
place simultaneously in the five 
East Bank and 3 West Bank 
govemorates. 

Such a move would allow par- 
liamentary life to resume in the 
East Bank, the source said, while 
maintaining Jordan’s legal links 
with, and technical responsibility 
for. the West Bank in the eyes of 
international law. 

•* We cannot simply rewrite the 
constitution to hold elections in 
the East Bank and forget about 
our West Bank responsibility. 


because this would imply Jordan's 
forfeiting its legal responsibility 
for the West Bank, and would cre- 
ate a jurisdictional vacuum into 
which Israel would quickly 
' move source, said. . 

, The source explained that Jor- 
dan needs fo make these con- 
stitutional amendments while 
there is still a quorum of two- 
thirds of the elected Lower House 
of Parliament ( the Upper House is 
appointed by the King 1 . There are 
44 members of the Lower House 
alive today, and constitutional 
amendments need to be made 
. while there is still a quorum, the- 
reby avoiding a constitutional cri- 
sis should the members of par- 
liament’s lower house fall below 
40. 

The extraordinary session of 
parliament starting Monday will 
amend the constitution to allow 
for elections to be held only in the 
East Bank, and this is expected to 
be followed in the foreseeable fut- 
ure. perhaps within the coming 
year, by regular general elections 
for the Lower House in the East 
Bank, which has 30 of the 60 
'members of the Lower House. 

The source also explained that 
the reconvened parliament could 


either appoint new rep- 
resentatives to fill the 1 6 vacant 
seats (X from each bank:, or hold 
by-elections in the East Bank to 
fill its eight empty Seats. 

Then the reconvened -old .par- - 
Kament could either stay in power 
for a period of time, or it could be 
dissolved, after amending the con- 
stitution. and open the way for 
general elections in the East Bank. 
After general elections were held, 
the source said, the new members 
of the Lower House could either 
appoint the 30 members to rep- 
resent the West Bank, or special 
arrangements might be made for 
West Bank representation, such as 
keeping the present 22 West Bank 
representatives in the new par- 
liament. The legal niceties of the 
West Bank's representation in the 
parliament after elections are held 
in the East Bank will have to be 
discussed by the reconvened par- 
liament. in consultation with the 
government, the source exp- 
lained.

Shelling and fighting re -erupt 
as Gemayel pursues peace plan 


BEIRUT (Rj — Sporadic shelling 
broke out in the mountains aro- 
und Beirut .and fighting raged in 
the northern port of Tripoli Friday 
as the Lebanese government sou- 
ght tc* finalise a crucial dis- 
engagement agreement. 

President Amin Gemayel told 
foreign diplomats in Beirut that 
the government was making int- 
ensive efforts to achieve a dis- 
engagement agreement with Leb- 
I anon’s warring factions under 
which its forces -would be dep- 
' loyed in new areas of the country. 

Deployment of the gov- 
ernment's forces would be the first 
step towards extending its aut- 
hority throughout the country and 
restoring Lebanese sovereignty.” 
Mr. Gemayel told the diplomats at 
a new year’s reception. 


The government’s authority is 
currently restricted to greater Bei- 
rut and some mountain ridges 
overlooking the capital, but under 
the disengagement agreement 
troops and police would move into 
some areas not controlled by occ- 
upying Syrian or Israeli forces. 

In a brief reference to the four- 
nation Multi-National Force 
(MNF' in Beirut, whose gov- 
ernments in the United States. 
France. Italy and Britain are 
under heavy pressure to pull their 
troops out. Mr. Gemayel said 
Lebanon's liberation would help 
to free others of their burden. 

He was speaking shortly after 
shellfire aimed at an army position 
from positions held by Druze mil- 
itiamen in the mountains briefly 
closed the coastal road just south 


of Beirut airport — only seven kil- 
ometres from the presidential pal- 
ace where the reception was held. 

Soon afterwards, army pos- 
itions in the mountains about 15 
kilometres south of the capital 
came under shellfire, right-wing 
Falangist radio said. 

There was also sporadic shelling 
in Kharronb province to the south, 
where overnight artillery duels 
between Druze and militia of the 
predominantly Christian right- 
wing" Lebanese Forces” damaged 
Beirut’s raam power station, cau- 
sing power cuts in the city.

Shamir meets key U.S. envoys 


TEL AVIV (R - Israeli Prime 
Minister Y'itzhak Shamir Friday 
discussed the Middle East with 
two kev Americans. Donald Rum- 
sfeld. President Reagan's special 
Middle East envoy, and Rep- 
ublican John Tower, chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, held successive meetings 
with Mr. Shamir. 

Mr.. Rumsfeld and Senator 
Tower declined comment after- 
wards but the prime minister was 
expected to have pressed them on 
any possible rapprochement bet- 
ween Washington and Damascus 


following Syria’s release of cap- 
tured U.S. airman Robert Goo- 
dman on Tuesday. 

Israel has shown signs this week 
of acquiescing to some continued 
Syrian military presence in Leb- 
anon despite earlier assertions 
lhal all foreign troops had to leave 
Lebanon before Israel withdrew- 
from the South. 

Israeli Chief of Staff General 
Moshe Levy told Ha'aretz new- 
spaper in an interview published 
Friday that a continued Syrian 
presence in Lebanon did not have 


a negative impact on the balance 
of power there as far as Israel was 
concerned. 

Officials here are optimistically 
watching efforts in Beirut to com- 
plete the details of a com- 
prehensive plan that would stop 
the fighting between the country' s 
factions and give more power to 
the Lebanese army. 

Israeli forces in South Lebanon 
have been almost daily targets of 
resistance groups and there is 
growing domestic pressure for a 
pullback. 


summit decision recognising the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO as the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinians, the 
source suggested that normal par- 
liamentary life-in the East Bank 
could not be suspended forever 
pending a resolution of the Pal- 
estine issue. 

“This move should not be mis- 
interpreted as anything other than 
a mechanism to make con- 
stitutional amendments that 
would allow political life to res- 
ume in the East Bank, while the 
West Bank remains under occ- 
upation though. legally tied to the 
East Bank according to int- 
ernational law. This is a means to 
hold elections in the East Bank 
without formally giving up Jor- 
danian ties with the West Bank. 

This move has nothing to do with 
the representation of the Pal- 
estinians of the West Bank. It is 
purely an East Bank dev- 
elopment. and indicates that we in 
Jordan feel that it is not realistic to 
expect our own political dev- 
elopment to be forever frozen 
because of lack of progress-on res- 
olving the Palestinian issue.” the 
source said. 


Syria criticises recall 
of parliament 

DAMASCUS (R) — Syria Friday 
attacked Jordan’s decision to rec- 
•aXJ the parliament it suspended a 
decade ago. saying it showed Jor- 
dan did not recognise the exi- 
stence of a Palestinian land. The 
Damascus daily newspaper AJ 
Baaih. organ of the ruling Baath 
Party, saw the move as "und- 
erlining Jordan’s non-recogmtion 
of the existence of a Palestinian 
land or people.” 

The Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (DFLP) 
saw the move as a departure from 
the Rabat Arab summit of 1474 
which recognised the PLO as the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people.

PARIS (Ri - The international 
terrorist “Carlos" has been ide- 
ntified as the author of a letter 
claiming responsibility for the 
twin new year’s eve bomb attacks 
in southern France, a French Int- 
erior Ministry spokesman said 
here Friday.

AMMAN - His Majesty the King 
Thursday sent a letter to National 
Consultative Council Speaker 
Suleiman Arar in which he exp- 
ressed his appreciation to the 
Council members for their efforts 
and their sen ices over the past six 
years. 

In his letter. King Hussein rea- 
ffirmed that the Council was 
meant to be a consultative forum 
where a dialogue over national 


issues could take place and where 
notable public figures could help 
the government to shoulder its 
responsibilities. 

King Hussein stressed that the 
council was essentially a tem- 
porary formula but not an alt- 
ernative to parliament which, he 
said, is a basic cornerstone in Jor- 
dan' s democratic life. He said that, 
the country’s constitution requires 
from us now to return to par- 


liamentary fife and allow the leg- 
islative authorities to resume their 
powers in accordance with the 
provisions of the constitution. 

The Kingstressed that every cit- 
izen should have a share in sho- 
uldering responsibility and in ser- 
ving the nation's higher interests.

PLO leaders intensify talks 


TUNIS (Agencies - Intensified 
talks were continuing Friday here 
among the various Palestinian fac- 
tions after the mainstream org- 
anisation. Fateh. Central Com- 
mittee issued a statement des- 
cribing Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation(PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat’s recent meeting in Cairo 
with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak as an “individualist 
move” and an “organisational 
error." 

The statement rejected all 
peace initiatives that “do not gua- 
rantee the Palestinian people’s 
right to return to their homeland, 
self-determination and the setting 
up of an independent Palestinian 
state in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories." 

Political observers interpreted 
the reference as a rejection of Li .S. 
President Reagan's peace ini- 
tiative of September 14X2. 

The statement also pledged an 
“escalation" of the armed struggle 
against Israel, as pan of the mov- 
ement’s new strategy following 
Mr. Arafat’s forced evacuation 
from Tripoli. Lebanon, last 
month. 


Mr. Arafat's surprise meeting 
-with Mr. Mubarak has been seen 
as a signal that be would prefer to 
pursue a diplomatic offensive aga- 
inst Israel. 

Mr. Arafat cleared his first hur- 
dle when lhe Fateh Central Com- 
mittee approved his policy of clo- 
ser relations with Jordan and 
Egypt which favour a negotiated 
settlement of the Middle East con- 
flict. 

Meanwhile. Palestinian sources 
said the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee was meeting here. 

Although It) of the 14 Exe- 
cutive Committee members are in 
Tunis, it was not dear Friday night 
whether it was meeting officially, 
the sources said. 

One reason for the uncertainty 
could be that nine members must 
take part for a meeting to be valid, 
they said. It was not clear if all the 
Hi were prepared to take pan in 
meeiings without setting con- 
ditions. 

Diplomatic sources said a key 
point was whether the rep- 
resentative of Nayef Hawaimeh's 
Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP . Yas- 


ser Abd Rabbo. was rating pan in 
the talks. 

One Palestinian source said a 
meeting was being held Friday 
night, but vlr. Rabbo was not 
there. Although nine members 
were at the meeting it was not 
known if they were talking off- 
icially or informally, the source 
said. 

The Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP of 
George Habash. who last month 
demanded Mr. Arafat' s dismissal 
because of the Mubarak meeting, 
did not send its main rep- 
resentative. 

Two PLO factions - the pro-. 
Syrian Saiqa and the pro-Libyan 
PF'LP-Gcneral Command led by 
Ahmad Jibril - are boycotting 
the meeting while a leading ind- 
ependent. Abu Mayzar. is also 
absent, the sources said. 

Senior officers from the 
PFLP-GC and the pro-Syrian 
Popular Front of Palestinian str- 
uggle were expelled, along wiih 
Colonel Abu Musa, tho leader of 
the anti-Arafat rebellion within 
Fateh, by Palestinian Supreme 
Military Council this week. 


Bourguiba calls off food price hike 


TUNIS (R) — President Habib 
Bourguiba raid Friday he had can- 
celled food price rises which spa- 
rked bloody riots this week and his 
announcement brought thousands 
of joyfuL flag-waving Tunisians 
onto the streets of the capital. 

Youths fraternised with sol- 
diers, clambering over the tanks 
which had guarded strategic poi- 
nts in Tunis since a stale of eme- 
rgency was proclaimed on Tue- 
sday. 

Mr. Bourguiba said in a brief 
television address that increases in 


prices of bread, pasta and sem- 
olina. used for the traditional dish 
of couscous, were cancelled. 
There would be increases on 
non-essential products such as 
alcoholic drinks instead, he said. 

Government officials have said 
more than 5ff people died and 
hundreds were injured in a week 
of rioting across Tunisia. 

President Bourguiba. add- 
ressing the nation for the fust time 
since the riots, said he had told the 
government to rewrite the state 
budget to eliminate the food price 


rises, which had more than dou- 
bled the price of bread. 

“These increases, we will stop 
them, we will return completely 
(to the original prices)." he said, 
adding that a new budget would- 
have to be ready within three 
months to include the increases in 
prices of non-essential goods. 

After the announcement, peo- 
ple flocked onto the streets in 
Tunis waving the national flag and 
shouting "Long live Bourguiba” 
in a spontaneous demonstration of 

joy- 


Reagan wants ‘productive’ arms talks 


WASHINGTON ( R; - President 
Reagan said Friday he backed eff- 
orts to improve relations with the 
Soviet Union and called for pro- 
gress in negotiations with Moscow 
on ways to reduce the risk of a 
surprise attack. 

H e called for a prod ucti ve 
East-West dialogue at a 35-nation 
conference opening on Jan. 17 in 
Stockholm, where Secretary of 
State George Shultz and Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko plan to 
discuss a deep chill in U.S.-Soviet 
relations. 

Mr. Reagan made the call in a 
statement after conferring with 
James Goodby. chief of the U.S. 
delegation to the conference on 
confidence and security building 


measures. 

The conference, an outgrowth 
of the 1 475 Helsinki accords and a 
meeting in Madrid last year, is to 
review proposals to reduce the 
risk of conventional war. 

Mr. Reagan said the presence of 
Mr. Shultz. Mr. Gromyko and for- 
eign ministers from Europe and 
Canada in Stockholm “will und- 
erline the importance the West 
attaches to... a productive East- 
West dialogue.” 

Mr. Goodby told reporters that 
“signals from the East are rel- 
atively positive" about the pro- 
spects for an agreement on con- 
fidence and security building mea- 
sures. 

Measures under study include 


advance notification by NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact of military 
manoeuvres and improvements in 
communications, such as the "hot 
line" link between the White 
House and the Kremlin. 

The meeting between Mr. 
Shultz and Mr. Gromyko will be 
the first high-level U.S.-Soviet 
contact since the Kremlin sus- 
pended strategic nuclear arms 
talks with Washington on Dec. X. 

Two weeks earlier, the Soviet 
Lfoion walked out of separate 
talks on limiting medium-range 
nuclear missiles because of the arr- 
ival in Europe of U.S. cruise and 
Pershing 2 missiles being dep- 
loyed by NATO. 
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Baalbek mourns over victims 
of devastating Israeli air raids 


BEIRUT (R) — Shops, offices and schools in 
the northeastern Lebanese town of Baalbek 
were dosed Thursday by a protest strike cal- 
led to mourn at least 100 people killed in 
devastating Israeli air raids there Wed- 
nesday. 


Israel said the raids were aimed 
at Shi'iie Muslim guerrilla bases, 
but the International Red Cross in 
Beirut said the dead and some 40N 
wounded «ere mostly ci\ ilians. 

The planes hit a school, a mos- 
que. a sheep market and the 
homes ot 5«> Palestinian families 
as well as buildings used by the 
Iranian-backed "Islamic Amal 
Movement.*' the Shi'ite militia 
w hich controls the area alongside 
Syrian regular troops. 

Rescue teams were still digging 
bodies out of the rubble Thursday 
and state-run Beirut Radio said 
the casually loll was expected to 
rise. 

All telephone lines with Baa- 


lbek and the Bekaa V alley to the 
south have been down for months 
and fresh information was difficult 
to obtain. But Beirut newspapers 
Thursday printed photographs ol 
the damage inflicted on the his- 
toric town and nearby villages. 

Concrete buildings were red- 
uced to piles of rubble and scores 
of burnt-out cars littered' the str- 
eets at the southern entrance to 
Baalbek. 

One picture showed a crater 
two metres t six feet deep and five 
metres <ov er 1 5 feet across in the 
middle of a road. Thursday's str- 
ike. called by the pro-Syrian opp- 
osition coalition known as the 
•National Salvation front", was 


observed as far south as the town 
of Shtoura. 45 kilometres from 
Baalbek, security sources said. 

Israel savs“lsiamic Amal" org- 
anised the suicide bombings on 
U.S. and French military bases in 
Beirut on Ocl 23 and on an Israeli 
base in the southern port of Tyre 
on Nov. 4. The attacks killed 241 
U.S. servicemen. 5 l > French sol- 
diers and 2° Israelis. 

Hussein vloussawi. a former 
schoolmaster who runs "Islamic 
Amal”. said his group Had nothing 
to do with the attacks but hoped to 
take pan in such operations in fut- 
ure. 

Lebanese Muslim leaders and 
leftist newspapers said they were 
outraged by the ferocity of the Isr- 
aeli raids, the most deadly by Isr- 
ael in Lebanon since the 1 VS2 inv- 
asion. 

Sterne, including Nabih Bern of 
the mainstream Shi ite militia 
Amal. vowed that the und- 
erground resistance in South Leb- 
anon would retaliate against Isr- 
aeli occupation forces. 


hi the first ami-4sraeli ope- 
ration since the raids, one Israeli 
soldier was wounded Thursday 
morning when a bomb went off on 
a main road east ol (he southern 
port of Sidon. Lebanese security 
sources said. 

Israeli soldiers raked the area 
with small arms fire, wounding 
•two Lebanese civilians, they 
added. Another Lebanese civilian 
was wounded in Sidon when an 
Israeli soldier in a jeep fired his 
rifle accidentally, they said. 

In Beirut, one Lebanese army 
soldier was killed in shelling at 
Khalde township, just south of the 
airport. Beirut Radio said. 
Right-wing Falangist radio said 
the shells came from the mainly 
Druzc Progressive Socialist Party 
I PSP', the anti-government mil- 
itia in the mountains above Kha- 
Ide. 

PSP officials, speaking from, the 
mountains by telephone, said the 
army shelled a string ot Druze vil- 
lages for several hours. The vil- 
lages are largely deserted and 
there were no casualties, they said. 


Israel denies striking civilian targets 


I LL A' IN i R - Israel Thu- 
rsday denied its planes had struck 
at civilian targets in Lebanon and 
said w eJnesday's heavy air raids 
were pari of its war against" ter- 
rorism." 

Jn an unusual step, the military 
spokesman issued a special sta- 
tement following Beirut reports 
that scores of civilians died when 
Israeli jets struck near the nor- 
thern town of Baalbek. 

The statement identified the • 
targets, their location and spe- 
cifically denied allegations the 
raids were aimed at a United 
Nations-run school. 

The Israeli announcement of 
' ednesday's air strikes followed 
the usual brief pattern, referring 
to" terrorist targets." accurate hits 
and adding ail planes relumed 
safely. 

On Thursday the army issued 
more details in response, it said, to 


allegations that inn civilians had 
been killed after a U.N.-run sch- 
ool was bombed. 

it said the raids, which it des- 
cribed as surgical, were aimed at 
"two isolated terrorist ins- 
tallations outside the built-up area 
ot Baalbek." 

One target was a former Leb- 
anese gendarmarie camp, one and 
a half kilometres southwest of 
Baalbek, which it said Shi'iie 
commando-j were using as a tra- 
ining base and headquarters. 

The other target was a former 
hotel about five kilometres souLh 
of the town, which commandos 
were using as a training and log- 
istics base, the statement said. 

It was from these bases and oth- 
ers like them that commandos 
launched suicide car bomb attacks 
on U.S.. French and Israeli army 
bases in Lebanon late last year, 
the statement said. 


The army's statement recalled 
that some 4U(I men — American. 
French. Lebanese. Palestinian and 
Israeli — were killed in the car 
bombings. 

At the time ot the attack on an 
Israeli base in Tyre last Nov- 
ember. Israel vowed it would hit 
back hard at the commandos res- 
ponsible. 

It subsequently blamed an 
Iranian-backed Shfite group led 
by Hussein Moussawi which uses 
buildings in the Baalbek area. 

The army also released a series 
of aerial photographs which it said 
showed one of '.‘/ednesday's tar- 
gets. the former hotel, taken bef- 
ore. during and after the air strike. 
The raid appeared to have inf- 
licted heavy damage. 

The statement specifically den- 
ied that Wednesday’s attacks had 
been aimed at a United Nairons- 
run school. 


Israeli Labour Party gains in poll 


TEL A\ IV ( R 1 - Israel’s opp- 
osition Labour Party would beat 
the ruling right-wing Likud Party 
and win almost half the parliament 
seats il a general election were 
held now. according to an opinion 
poll published Friday. 

The poll, conducted for the aft- 


ernoon daily vlaariv by the vlod- 
iin Haezrachi organisation, sho- 
wed that Labour would take 57 of 
the 120 scats, while Prime vlin- 
isier Yitzhak Shamir’s Likud 
would win 41. 

The Likud took 4s seats to 
Labour's in the I'JSI elections. 


The poll, carried out late last 
month, was the second in two 
months to show gains for Labour 
over the Likud. The pollsters said 
the main reason lor the switch 
appeared to be the continuing 
depressed economy. 


Sofia: U.S. j Israel plan to attack Syria 


\ JENNA i R - The Bulgarian 
army newspaper Friday accused 
the United States and Israel of 
preparing an attack on Syria and 
said Washington was building up 
its military presence near the sou- 
thern border with the Soviet 
Union. 

The commentary in Narodna 
Armia. reported by the official 
B TA news agency, praised what it 


called Syria's "staunch, consistent 
stand" which it said was "fru- 
strating plots for Lebanon's final 
conversion into a U.S. -Israeli pro- 
tectorate." 

Bulgaria is Moscow's most loyal 
ally in Eastern Europe and dip- 
lomatic observers in \ ieona said 
the statement could be seen partly 
as a reminder to Svria that it sho- 


uld keep faith with its allies and 
not compromise with the Ame- 
ricans. 

They noted that it was issued 
just three days after Syria released 
an American airforce pilot shot 
down by Syrian forces in Lebanon, 
after which President Reagan off- 
ered to talk with Syrian President 
Hafez A l Assad. 


Thatcher 
urges more 
U.N. role 
in Lebanon 

LONDON (R* — Britain wants 
U.N. forces in Lebanon to take on 
an expanded role, ready to fill any 
vacuum left by a future wit- 
hdrawal ot ihe Multinational 
Force. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said. 

Interviewed on British Tel- 
evision. she spoke of fears that 
"terrible slaughter" could follow 
if the four-nation force left wit- 
hout making alternative arr- 
angements to keep the peace. 

”\Ve can't just come out of the 
Beirut area and leave a vacuum 
there.” she said. 

"Before we leave 1 think we’ve 
got to make alternative arr- 
angements. particularly in the 
Beirut area, and the obvious thing 
is to get a better role, an expanded 
role, for the United Nations for- 
. ices.” she it* if interviewer.'* •• “ 

..^(Britain hasM-lfi mew in Beirut 
alongside almost 6.1 Kw» French; 
Italian and United States troops, 
and pressure for a pullout has 
grown recently in all four cou- 
ntries. 

" Remember how terrible it was 
before the intern aiional force 
went in. If there was terrible sla- 
ughter again we should all feel 
very, very guilty if we hadn't made 
alternative arrangements." 

Recent official statements on 
the role of British troops in Leb- 
anon have said they would stay as 
long as they played a useful role, 
but in '.‘ednesday’s interview 
vlrs. Thatcher made it clear she 
h3d been looking at the alt- 
ernatives for months. 

"For quite some time we've 
been trying to get an expanded 
role for United Nations forces."

Washington 
optimistic 
about peace 
in Lebanon 


WASHINGTON (R - Reagan 
administration officials said Thu- 
rsday they believed Syria and Isr- 
ael would approve a new Leb- 
anese security plan that could 
open the door to a reduction of 
U.S. and other foreign troops in 
Beirut. 

Syrian acceptance of the plan 
being drawn up by Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel would mark 
a significant policy shift by Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad, the off- 
icials said. 

Mr. Assad has been accused by 
the United States of blocking pro- 
gress towards peace in Lebanon 
and supporting commandos who 
killed 241 U.S. military personnel 
in an explosion at the Marine hea- 
dquarters outside Beirut Iasi Oct- 
ober. 

The new. comprehensive sec- 
urity plan is designed to bring a 
permanent end to the fighting 
among Lebanon’s warring fac- 
tions and expand Mr. Gemayel' s 
authority, now limited largely to 
Beirut, to large areas not occupied 
by Syrian and Israeli troops. 

Acceptance of the plan by Leb- 
anon's Christians and Muslims 
and approval by Syria and Israel 
would permit reductions and red- 
eployment of U.S.. French. British 
and Italian Lroops serving with the 
Multinational Force in Beirut. 

Mr. Gemayel. however, has 
been pressing for a continued hig- 
hly visible presence of the force. 

"Everything is looking good 
and seems to be falling into 
place." a senior White House off- 
icial said. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said the Reagan 
administration believed Syrian 
and Israeli approval of the Gem- 
ayel plan would be forthcoming 
Soon. 

Such a move would ease pre- 
ssure on President Reagan during 
the 1 4X4 presidential election 
campaign to reduce U.S. troops in 
Beirut or move them to less exp- 
osed positions. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said indications were thar 
the Lebanese government “is act- 
ively seeking to expand its control 
•over-its-own territory^. ,, ,

vlr. Speakes refused fun her 
comment and other officials said 
the White House was adopting a 
low-key approach because it 
wants vlr. Gemayel to act without 
any appearance of U.S. pressure. 

Acceptance ot the security plan 
by Syria would further a new cli- 
mate ot goodwill towards the 
Damascus government that vlr. 
Reagan signalled Wednesday at a 
meeting with Reverend Jesse Jac- 
kson. a civil rights leader and a 
candidate for the 1 1) X4 Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination. 

Rev .Jackson's mission to Dam- 
ascus secured the release of navy 
Lieutenant Robert Goodman, 
held captive there after being shot 
down on Dec. 4 by Syrian ami- 
aircraft fire while on a bombing 
mission in Lebanon on Dec. 4. 


Iraq threatens to hit targets in Iran 


BAGHDAD <R — Iraqi Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein said Fri- 
day his forces would hit Iran s v ital 
interests if Iran attacked Iraqi ter- 
ritory and warned foreign mer- 
chant ships to stay away from the 
head of the Gulf. 

In an army day speech. Mr, 
Hussein said his country now pos- 
sessed sophisticated weapons to 
"strike at selected targets in Iran . 
Iraq’s enemy in the 40-month old 
war. 

"Any new military assault on 
our armed forces which are def- 
ending our borders will be an add- 
itional justification for us to take 
deterrent action and punish this 
(Iranian regime which insists on 
continuing the war and endangers 
stability and security in the reg- 
ion." the Iraqi leader declared. 

He also warned foreign mer- 
chant vessels against trying to 
reach Iranian ports in the Gulf, 
where several foreign ships have 
reportedly been damaged in Iraqi 
attacks. 

"Iraq will not be responsible for 
any losses that may be incurred by 
parties which ignore these war- 
nings." he said. 

In mid-I4X2. Iraq declared the 
north-western pan of the Gulf "a 
zone of military operations" and is 
since reported to have attacked 


foreign ships there. In the past two 
months alone. Iraq has said it. 
••destroyed" more than 20 
"enemy naval targe is” in the Gulf, 
usually without specifying the tar- 
gets. 

Mr. Hussein said his array now 
had access to weapons and equ- 
ipment that would enable it to str- 
ike at "selected targets and deal 
heavy blows to the ambitious 
enemy." 

He was not specific about the 
new weapons. Iraq last year took 
delivery of French-made Super- 
Etendard fighter-bombers cap- 
able of tiring deadly Exocet mis- 
siles. 

There have been unconfirmed 
reports that Iraq may have used 
Exocets against targets in the Gulf 
but military sources in the Gulf say 
-these could have been fired from 
helicopters. . . 

Iran has launched several off- 
ensives against Iraq since the 
Middle of l M2. 

Appealing for the support of 
Arab nations in his war against 
Iran. vlr. Hussein charged that 
Iran was not fighting Iraq alone 
but also the entire Arab World. 
He called for Arab solidarity to 
thwart “Iranian ambitions and 
Tehran’s subversive attempts.”

"If Palestinian legality is thr- 
eatened by blackmail... and force, 
nobody will be safe from these 
evils in the future." he added. 

"Some Arab circles are pra- 
cticing blackmail and threats, ign- 
oring the basis of solidarity and 
collective Arab resolutions. 

“In this regard, the PLO has 
been exposed to the most serious 
conspiracy since its foundation, a 
conspiracy to plunder its political 
will and for its physical liq- 
uidation.” the Iraqi president sta- 
led. 


Kgypt deplores Israeli 
air raids on Baalbek 


CAIRO (R — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Aii Thu- 
rsday deplored Israel's air raids 
Wednesday around Baalbek in 
Lebanon, saying the action was an 
escalation of Middle East tension.

Trial of suspected Sartawi killer continues 


ALBUFEIRA. Portugal (R: — 
Witnesses disagreed Thursday 
over the identity of a gunman from 
3 Palestinian hit squad who shot 
dead Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO: moderate Issam 
Sartawi in the lobby of a resort 
hotel here. 

A young Palestinian, arrested 
several hours after the assa- 
ssination last April and now on 
trial for the murder, said he was 
acting as a decoy for a carefully- 
planned execution mission but 
denied firing the fatal shot. 

On the second day of his trial 
Thursday, a receptionist at the 


hotel where the accused stayed the 
night before the killing said at the 
rime he had been clean shaven. 

But earlier, witnesses had ide- 
ntified the killer as wearing a mou- 
stache. 

Police say the accused, carrying 
a false passport from Morocco in 
the name of Yussef Al Awad. 26. 
was too convincing both in his con- 
fession during interrogation and in 
the reconstruction ofthe crime not 
to have pulled -the trigger. 

Police inspector Francisco Cal- 
vao told the court that Al Awad 
had admitted to the crime after the 
gun was found. 


He said the accused had carried 
out the reconstruction a month 
later “clearly and convincingly." 

During Thursday’s session, the 
accused remained quiet and att- 
entive. listening closely to his 
Arabic interpreter as evidence 
was given. 

Al Awad faces up to 24 years in 
jail if convicted of murdering the 
47-year-old Dr. Sartawi. a heart 
surgeon. 

Court sources said that with 
more than a dozen witnesses still 
to be heard, the trial was likely to 
last several more days.

Hassan, Abu Odeh 
meet U.S. delegation 

The information minister said 
that U.S. aid to Israel encourages 
it to pursue a policy of annexing 
Arab land and so destroy all cha- 
nges of peace. 

In the meeting, the. minister 
explained to the 30-member del- 
egation the Arab positive stands 
since 1 967 with regard to the U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 242. 
in contrast with Israel's negative 
attitude and its arrogance and 
drive for expansion at the expense 
of Arab land. 

He also explained the imp-- 
ortance of Jerusalem to Muslims. 
Christians and Jews alike, str- 
essing that Arab land is not sub- 
iect for negotiation, especially 
Arab Jerusalem which embodies 
the holy shrines for the three rel- 
igions. 

In the meeting the minister also 
reviewed the Arab- Israeli conflict 
since 1967 and Israel's arbitrary 
measures in the occupied Arab 
territories. 


AMMAN (J.T.; — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
Thursday received in his office a 
delegation representing a cross 
section of the American city of 
Boston. 

The delegation, now on a tour 
of the region, was briefed by Pri- 
nce Hassan on the conditions in 
the Middle East in general and the 
conditions of the Arab inhabitants 
under Israeli occupation in. par- 
ticular. 

Prince Hassan also spoke about 
Israel’s settlement and exp- 
ansionist policies in the occupied 
Arab territories. 

Jn a later meeting with the del- 
egation. Minister of Information 
Adnan Abu Odeh said that the 
United States' total support for 
Israel obstructs the imp- 
lementation of “land for peace" 
formula which would put an end to 
the M.E. conflict and restore sta- 
bility to the region. 


UNRWA denies story 
of staff replacements 


AMMAN (J.T. - The United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestine refugees 1 UNRWA; 
has denied that it is contemplating 
the idea of replacing its Arab staff 
members with managerial res- 
ponsibilities with international 
personnel. 

In a statement to the press. 
UNRWA Director in Jordan Per 
Qtof Hallqvist said the ass- 
ignment. transfer and Yea- .. 
ssignm.ent 'of ,, UNRWA Staff j 1 
members are - '•■determined actf- , 
ording to actual needs and with 
the interests of UNRWA taken 
into consideration." 

The Arabic-language daily Al 
Ra’i reported- last week that for- 
eign personnel were appointed to 
"important administrative posts 
which had been filled by Jor- ' 
danian employees". Mr. Hallqvist 
rejected this report as ** com- 
pletely incorrect.” and said 


UNRW'A has “no intention to 
replace any of its senior area staff 
members with internationals.” 

Mr. Hallqvist also said reg- 
ulations governing retirement 
of UNRW'A staff members are 
-similar to provisions covering ret- 
irements in all public sectors. 
Every year the agency prepares a 
list of retiring staff members cov- 
ering all categories. Mr. Hallqvist 
said, and during- 1 9N4 tljere would 
bfe quite a number of such retiring 
personnel who, have reached their 
retirement age. 

Mr. Hallqvist refuted that one 
of UNRW'A personnel. Mr. Elias 
Habash. whose name was men- 
tioned- in the-Al Ra’i report, was 
being retired before the stipulated 
age. Mr. H abash is not being ret- 
ired in Fehruaiy 19N4 as men- 
tioned in the report. Mr. Hallqvist 
said. 


Commerce body urges 
import-export promotion 


AO ABA (Petra; — The Council 
of the Federation of Jordanian 
Chambers of Commerce has rec- 
ommended that private sector 
merchants be allowed to promote 
import-export activities in all eco- 
nomic fields. 

It also recommended that Jor- 
danian transport movement sho- 


uld be supported and that eco- 
nomic activities should be pro- 
moted. At the end of its meetings, 
concluded in Aqaba Thursday, the 
council also recommended red- 
ucing the maximum allowed load 
of foreign trucks, giving Jordanian 
ones priority in transporting 
goods.

NCC speaker, members review record

AMMAN — Following the Royal 
Decree Thursday to dissolve the 
National Consultative Council 
(NCC; as of Saturday Jan. 7. and 
calling the Lower House of Par- 
liament to reconvene, the Jordan 
Times interviewed the speaker of 
the council. Mr. Suleiman Arar. as 
well as several chairmen of the 
various NCC committees on NCC 
achievements during the last ses- 
sion. which started in April 19N2. 

Mr. Arar stressed that the Jor- 
danian constitution should be ent- 
irely applied by highlighting its 
various institutions, one of which 
is the establishment of parliament 
which groups the Upper House 
(the Senate] and the Lower House 
(the deputies; who are directly 
elected by people. 

He pointed out that the con-, 
stitution did not abrogate the par- 
liamentary life in Jordan but the' 
compelling situation following the 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank required a temporary sus- 
pension and an amendment ens- 
uring the return of democratic and 
full parliamentary life to the cou- 
ntry. 

Therefore. Mr. Arar added, the 
NCC would not be valid anymore, 
should parliamentary life be res- 
tored. 

Mr. Arar said that he had the 
honour of being the NCC speaker 
for its last session from April 
19X2. 

Asked to assess the session. Mr. 
Arar said that it should be left for 
people to assess the activities und- 
ertaken by the NCC. 

‘Ffflmg a vacuum* 

*■ But what I could say about the 
NCC achievements in general is 
that it filled a vacuum fell by the 
people." Mr. Arar said. 

He explained that His Majesty 
King Hussein, the protector ot 
the democratic life and the con- 
stitutional institutions in the cou- 
ntry which were introduced in the 
twenties, found it convenient to 
fill the absence of the elected 
Lower House since 1 974 from the 
Jordanian arena by the for- 
mulation of rhe NCC which sta- 
rted its responsibilities since 1 97S. 

In respect to the study of laws 
referred from the government to 
the NCC and the handling of the 
various NCC recommendations 
and clarifications. Mr. Arar said 
that the NCC performed.hs duties 
in the best possible manner. 

He said that the lait NCC ses- 
sion. which did not exceed a per- 
iod of 2(1 months, there were 72 
sessions. During these. 5# laws 
ranging between amendments to 
existing ones to introducing tot- 
alling new ones were thoroughly 
studied. • 

"Fifty-three laws were app- 
roved and five referred to the 
NCC by the government" Mr. 
Arar said. 

He added that during that per- 
iod the NCC members referred to 
the government N7 clarifications 
and 1 44 recommendations. "The 
former being explained and the 
latter being adopted." Mr. Arar 
said. 

Regarding the work of the NCC 
members and committees. Mr. 
Arar said: "They all worked eff- 
iciently and seriously and studied 
all referred laws thoroughly." 

■ Mr. Arar said thatthe NCC also 
handled various policy affairs in 
the country ranging from agr- 


icultural policy to political issues 
of the region. 

"All debates were sharp and 
serious and the government was 
very much cooperative in giving 
suitable answers to clarifications 
■ and in adopting all NCC rec- 
ommendations." 

*. Mr. Arar emphasised that the 
NCC should be proud of having 
such large responsibilities. "You' 
must take into consideration that 
h was not an elected council and 
hence their recommendations 
have not been compulsory.” Mr. 
Arar said. 

However, he said, the gov- 
ernment used to adopt all rec- 
ommendations: "1 do not recall 
one that has not been put into eff- 
ect." he said. 

Apart from the general ass- 
essment of the NCC. Mr. Arar 
pointed out that NCC gave the 
opportunity to highly qualified 
people in various fields to discuss 
frankly and objectively the pol- 
itical. economical and social issues 
of the country. 

“It was also a chance for the 
NCC members to highlight their 
efficiency in the work done.'’ Mr. 
Arar said. 

Public services committee 

Assessing the achievements of 
the NCC public services com- 
miuee its chairman Suleiman Irt- 
eimeh. who has been an NCC 
member for three consecutive ses- 
sions since 197S. said that during 
the last session the committee 
handled several important issues 
that were of concern to the public. 

These, he said, covered issues 
connected with roads, schools, cli- 
nics and social services throughout 
the country. 

Mr. Irteimeh pointed out that 
the committee members used to 
make lours of regions to examine 
the various serv ices and found that 
most of them, particularly those 
.pertaining to social services, sch- 
ools and postal services were run 
in a most satisfying manner. 

However, he pointed out. the 
central regions of the country 
were not of a required standard 
and therefore, the cnmmilice 
submitted to the NCV several pub- 
lic complaints. 

Pointing out an important ach- 
ievement of the committee. Mr. 
Irteimeh said that the complaint, 
which came from citizens in the 
Azraq region that the Ministry of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
the Environment had taken steps 
to move the inhabitants of the 
Azraq region to new areas. "The 
committee persuaded the ministry 
to change its mind in this con- 
cern.” Mr. Irteimeh said. 

The committee furthermore, 
conducted studies on the pollution 
• of the environment, particularly in 
Zarqa. Ruseifa and Amman and 
submitted reports to the Ministry 
of Health, he said. 

Mr. Irteimeh added that the 
committee also played an essential 
role in formulating the traffic law. 
"The NCC approved the com- 
mittee's views in that concern 
which later won government app- 
roval." 

In conclusion. Mr. Irteimeh said 
that the committee had carried out 
its assigned duties in the best pos- 
sible manner despite the many dif- 
ficulties and constraints. 

"All my colleagues were happy 
to perform their national duty and 
offer whatever services required 
to serve the public and we all app- 
reciate Mr. Aral’s attitude who 


Public shows hopes, asks questions on parliament’s recall

\MMAN —The recall of the Jor- 
lanian Parliament. Thursday has 
lrawn a public reaction ranging 
rom optimism and expectations 
o skepticism and questions on 
vhai the change would herald. 

The Jordan Times conducted 
pomaneous interviews with peo- 
»le from all walks of life — from 
ttliticians and doctors to mer- 
it ants, and the man of the street — 
o assess the public’s reaction to 
he move. 

Many of the people, were in 
general not informed enough 
iboul the current situation. Sev- 
:ral knew nothing of the re- 
istablishment .of parliament nor 
vhat it. would entail or change. 

Those who knew of the sit- 
lation generally viewed the con- 
spt favourably and welcomed the 
etum to representation through 
election. 

Mr. Sameer Nasri. a sup- 
:rmarket owner from Jerusalem, 
aid that he felt that the first steps 
o unite the Palestinian and Jor- 
Umian people were being taken 
hrongh the restoration of par- 
iament, with representatives from 
lotfi’the East arid West banks. 

He also expressed optimism 
hat a united - and strong gov- 
ienment would result from the 
estoration of parliament as the 
>eople would feel they had more 
ay m the running of the country* s 


affairs. 

‘A New stage in Jordan* 

Mr. Ahmad Sharkar. a grocer in 
Wadi Saqra street said, the res- 
toration of parliament would take 
Jordan back to the stage before 
lw67 with the two banks united 
and " I think that this could be an 
indication for a new stage in Jor- 
dan's politics, which may differ 
from the Rabat (Arab summit) 
conference resolutions, to take 
more positive steps by Jordan its- 
elf to align the moderate Arabs 
to try and resolve the West Bank 
issue.” 

Asked about the representation 
of the Palestinian people in the 
parliament. Mr.. Sharkar said: 
" With the recent infighting inside 
the (PLO: Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, it is very difficult to 
say how the West Bankers the- 
mselves regard them (the PLO]. 
and how the Palestinians here 
look at them but I think that most 
of the people look towards His 
Majesty King Hussein for a pos- 
itive step.” ... 

Also, my personal view is that 
(PLO Chairman Yasser) Arafat 
should tty and liase with King 
Hussein at the moment. J feel that 
they have to. and this step should 
have been taken a long time ago. J 
am a West Banker myself and I 
have long held the view, that it is 
better to liase here (with Jordan) 
and have co-ordination rather 
than fight and struggle. Look at 
the results- they prove this.” 


‘Step in the right direction* 

Those people who knew of the 
proposed changes but not the det- 
ails. generally thought the re- 
establishment of parliament was a 
step in the right direction. 

Mr. Azzara Malhas. (occ- 
upation unknown.} thinks that the 
concept “is good” and is waiting to 
see the results. The same view was 
expressed by Mr. Awni Okkeh a 

who said that he feltthe move 

was “overdue" but would be 
“much fairer and more rep- 
resentative" and expressed hope 
that it would result in a better sys- 
tem. 

‘Parliament must prove itself 

"We have been used to non- 
parliamentarian rule and the new 
parliament wiil have to prove its- 
elf. although it will certainly be 
better when the people have a say 
in the running of their country."’ 
said Mr. Sa‘id Shehadeh, man- 
aging director of an investment 
company. He also mentioned that 
in a proper democracy, people 
would be more aware of internal 
affairs and take more part and int- 
erest in the government if they felt' 
themselves a part of it. 

Mr. Shehadeh also said that he 
would like to see the legalisation 
of political parties, although this 
would obviously take time, as pol- 
itical division in moderation is a 
very healthy means to discus si on. 

A comment on the issue from 
Am ale Bibi. a 36-year-old Leb- 


anese living in Jordan, was: “f 
wish good luck to the Jordanian 
Parliament." 

"It is too early now to know how 
far a new parliament will affect 
our daily life." Mr. Adeeb Saleh 
a... sard, “lor democracy is som- 
ething that 1 personally never got 
used to but nevertheless there is 
no harm m trying it' - 

Mr. Mun'em Fakhouri. a 30- 
year-old travel agency employee 
in Amman praised King Hussein 
for his decision to restore par- 
liamentary life and described the 
parliament as a “symbol of dem- 
ocracy and another boost to the 
Jordanian-Palestinifen dialogue." 

Mr. Najeeb Ai TaL a school tea- 
cher. said that in order to achieve 
real democracy, there should be a 
legalisation of political parties and 
an end to the state of martial law 
imposed since 1967 in Jordan as 
an introduction for the holding of 
free elections. 

Any step towards democracy 
has to be encouraged. Mr. Walid 
Lulfi. a 27-year-old accountant 
said, but special attention has to 
be given to raise the awareness of 
voters in order to have the right 
man in the right place and to put 
an end to factional elections. 

• Mr. Omar Khalfl. an insurance 
said it is “ premature now to 
determine the scope of democracy 
that we are going to enjoy in the 
light of any new elected par- 
liament-" 

“Besides." he said, “there are 
still many questions that need to ' 
be answered such as who is going 


to elect and vote for West Bank 
representatives and what about 
Palestinians carrying Jordanian 
passports and who do they vote 
for.” 

On the other hand. Mr. Khalil 
said, there is the problem of the 
legalisation of political parties and 
the martial law imposed in the 
country that remains to be lifted. 
“1 think we have to wail and see." 
Mr. Khalil added.

West Bank affairs 

The chairman of NCC West 
Bank affairs committee. Dr. Ya'c- 
oub Abu Ghosh, said that his 
committee has worked very hard 
to boost the economic situation of 
people in the West Bank. 

Dr. Abu Ghosh explained that 
the committee used (o follow up 
government aid earmarked for 
people in the West Bank with the 
aim of expediting it. "The lands in 
the v''esi Bank are always exposed 
to confiscation by the Israeli aut- 
horities if not built upon by the 
landowners." 

He said that despite the fin- 
ancial difficulties the common 
Jordanian-Palestinian committee 
for steadfastness was always on 
the alert to give all possible loans. 
"It was a national duty for the 
committee to submit rec- 
ommendations in that concern." 
Dr. Abu Ghosh said. 

He expressed hope that the 
study referred to the committee 
regarding Lhe assistance of far- 
mers in the West Bank will be fol- 
lowed up by the Lower House of 
Parliament. 

Social and educational 

In assessing the acc-

In respect to the NCC eco- 
nomical committee, its chairman 
An is Mu'asher said that i he com- 
mittee used to study thoroughly all 
NCC-referred draft laws and sug- 
gestions related to economical iss- 
ues. 

Mr. Mu'asher pointed out. that 
the committee used to hold dis- 
cussions with the concerned gro- 
ups both with the private and gov- 
ernmental sectors. 

“Whenever the committee 
found their opinions convenient it 
used accordingly to submit rec- 
ommendations for the NCC to 
.discuss it and then refer it to the 
government” 

He pointed out that the most 
important draft laws the com- 
mittee had undertaken were the 
ones related to the companies. 

Mr. Mu’asher expressed hope 
that the committee’s study related 
to the protection and support of 
the Jordanian industry and the 
investment encouragement will be 
studied by the forthcoming Lower 
House of Parliament. 

Regarding the legal committee, 
its chairman T&her Hikmat said 
that the work of this committee 
was the most condensed one bec- 
ause the legislation part was the 
NCCs most important function. 

Mr. Hikmat said that the past 
few years witnessed enormous and 
large amendments of various laws. 

He went on to say that the NCC 
throughout its life discussed, ame- 
nded and approved a quite large 
number of essential laws. 

Mr. Hikmat said that the last 
session of the NCC thoroughly 
studied and approved 5* draft 
laws, two of which the committee 
had the chance to only study and 
discuss, but were not given the 
opportunity to be referred to NCC 
members. 

Mr. Hikmat added that speedy 
progress was achieved in the social 
and economic issues imposed on 
the NCC. 

The important legislative role 
which indicates that progressive 
communities including the Jor- 
danian community respond to the 
changed requirements and hence 
the change in the legislative laws. 

Legislative achievements 

"No one can deny the legislative 
achievements of the committee 


which was able to' fill the large 
vacuum in its three consecutive 
sessions.” ■ 

■ -Mr. Hikmat pointed out that 
law discussions were not und- 
ertaken in closed sessions. “It 
always invited all related people as 
well as beneficiaries to opine." Fs 
said. 

The chairman of the national 
mobilisation committee, Mrs. 
LaiJa Sharaf said: “In my opinion 
the committee was almost a total 
failure for the experiments of the 
committee introduced a new dim- 
ension to the nature of the work 
rhat the NCC had been used to. a 
dimension that would have meant 
building more bridges of com- 
munication with the citizens 
whom we are expected to rep- 
resent." 

Foreign Affairs Committee 

In respect to the NCC foreign 
affairs committee chairman. 
Abdul Wahab Al Majali said th3t 
the committee was continuously in 
contact with Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Marwan Al 
Qasem discussing various political 
issues. 

Mr. Majali said that the com- 
mittee used to announce all pol- 
itical issues of importance before 
the NCC and "frank discussions 
pertaining to politics were held 
during the NCCs sessions”. 

He added that the committee 
used also to receive foreign pol- 
itical delegations to the country 
and explain the Jordanian- 
Political views on M.E. issues as 
well as international ones. 

" It was a good experience and a 
tool to spread political inf- 
ormation within the possibilities 
surrounding the political sit- 
uation.” Mr. Majali said. 

Still resistance 

Mrs. Sharaf explained that all 
experiments introduced were met 
with still resistance and it was a 
shocking surprise to many new 
NCC members that lhe group that 
was supposed to be at the helm of 
this country"was so scared of pos- 
itive changes and of getting out of 
its shell to contact people and dec- 
ision makers." 

She pointed out that the bridges 
and channels of positive com- 
munication “are lacking so much 
in our political life.” 

Mrs. Sharaf pointed our that the 
committee, “having gotten o'er 
the hurdle of bridges." was faced 
with a bigger obstacle. 

"Many, if not most. NCC mem- 
bers were not willing to speak out 
about problems and discuss mea- 
ningful issues related to edu- 
cation. information policy, fre- 
edom and many other issues of 
primary concern to the citizens." 
she said. 

Mrs. Sharaf concluded: “This is 
why the committee that was sup- 
posed to be a landmark became a 
total failure."

OEvlOi/RACY HAS been an outstanding regular praerice in Jor- 
dan when times allowed it. Times hardships did not facilitate its 
practise alter the Israeli occupation of the Vest Bank, democracy has 
been a dear aim. 

The circumstances that made it impossible to hold elections after 
the occupation created a representational \acuum in Jordan which 
necessitated the setting up of the National Consultative Council 
cNCC to bridge the political gap between the government and 
people. 

The NCC held its opening session on April 2c J. I‘>7x. and it was 
restructured in its second and third terms to expand the scale ol 
representation. The council continued its regular sessions until a 
Royal decree was proclaimed that it will be dismantled as of Jan. x. 

It is only fair to point out that the dissolved council has been one ot 
the states leading bodies, during the six years of its functioning: and it 
is fair to say that it has been among the first institutions local! for the 
return of parliamentary life, stressing that it was no substitute for an 
elected parliament. Over its six operational years, the council has 
made room for other views lobe expressed, and has dedicated a sense 
of participation in political life by the people. 

The new epoch of parliamentary life to stan on vlonday will be of 
great political, national and historical importance: and among the 
paramount issues it is to tackle is the strengthening of fraternal tics 
among the members of «uir one lamifv. which arc the fundations of 
our well-being and ability to lace various challenges, under the wise 
leadership «>r His Majesty the King. 

Al Dustour: Pacing a new way 

Rfi TURN TO full constitutional life has been a great event in the 
Jordanian people's lilc. The summoning of the elected parliament to 
resume its responsibi litics and lay the foundations for democracy has 
been long aspired for. and Jordanian citizens will always cherish the 
great iullillmem of His vlajesty King Hussein's promise to restore 
constitutional life in the country. 

I he King's message to the National Consultative Council (NCC 
re -emphasises his concern for the resumption of parliamentary life 
according to the constitution.

life in full compliance with the provisions of the constitution. 

This practice has been obstructed by Israel’s occupation of the 
'.Vest Bank, and the summoned parliament is to amendi the con- 
stitution so that elections could be held in various Jordanian ele- 
ctorates without violating the legal status of the West Bank, con- 
stitutionally a pan of Jordan. 

Constitutional democracy has been the prominent trend in Jor- 
danian political life.

If in fact the imposition of 
Israeli legislations and laws on the West Bank and the Gaza Strip are 
the most dangerous steps to be taken and something against which 
the U.S. has done nothing, not even a word of disapproval. Wc 
remember the U.S. is so quick at condemning any Palestinian res- 
istance activity within the occupied territories.

International tensions slow down recovery 


SAN FRANCISCO — In an 
earlier commentary'. I wrote 
about the curious contradiction 
between the disturbing news 
coming from the Middle East. 
Central America, and the arms 
control talks in Geneva on the. 
one hand, and the signs that the 
prices of both the dollar and 
gold were going down. I was 
wrong, it would seem. In late 
November, the value of the 
dollar on world currency mar- 
kets went way up. and gold was 
beginning to rise as well from 
lows in the higher $3l»n*s. 1 int- 
erpreted this contradiction at 
the time as the result of some 
deeper confidence by the wea- 
lthy and powerful of the world 
that, sooner or later, agr- 
eement (of sorts; would be rea- 
ched in regard to these three 
crisis areas. Has that con- 
fidence now evaporated? 


May be yes. or maybe no. 
Wc shall see as the current Chr- 
istian year 1984 travels on. If I 
was indeed wrong, then we 
shall see more dangerous ten- 
sions over Lebanon... and the 
Gulf, more trouble in El Sal- 
vador and Central America, a 
freezing of the U.S.-Soviet 
arms talks till the U.S. pre- 
sidential election is less than a 
year from now. and the dollar 
and gold will go up and up. But 
if in the end I was right, we shall 
see the high value of the dollar 
slip downward, and we shall 
see the price of gold remain in 
the ^3* in's. 

If fears of war calm down, 
then there is a vast amount of 
money that will shift from 
money markets into pro- 
duction. The American rec- 
overy has been strong. Few 
economists a year ago pre- 


dicted such a strong recovery. 
A year and a half ago. I wrote a 
commentary for American 
newspapers suggesting that it 
could happen that Reagan 
would do for the American 
economy what Nixon managed 
to do in 1 97 1 and 1 972. Later 1 
too was influenced by Lhe wei- 
ght of so much expert opinion. 

And while I always thought 
there would be a recovery. 1 
was not sure how strong. Any- 
way. it is a strong recovery, and 
we saw its strength in the- vol- 
ume of Christmas spending last 
year in the U.S. And Christmas 
spending is supposed to have 
been strong in Japan and Wes- 
tern Europe. 

Why so strong a recovery? 
The reasons are not economic 
but psychological and political. 
Those with money and exp- 


erience assume that no Ame- 
rican president will take risks 
during the year before an ele- 
ction. That means great att- 
empts will be made to cool 
down crises. That means bigger 
business investment and also 
bigger short-term profits. That 
also means interest rates will 
not go up and could go down. 

And so those who play the 
market game look away from 
money market earnings to pro- 
fits to be made in the classical 
way: through production. 
Maybe in 1 9N5 recession or inf- 
lation or both will come again, 
but for now the wheels of pro- 
duction and consumption are 
moving again. 

That will mean a lower dollar 
value and a lower gold value. 
Could that mean inflation? 
Possiblv. Could that mean that 


those who hold dollars will 
want to exchange them for 
other currencies? Maybe. But * 
that will not make Washington 
nervous, because it will help 
stimulate depressed eco- 
nomies. like those in Europe, 
And in 1985. the pressure of 
higher interest rates can be 
applied again. 

It all depends on a settling 
( even if temporaiy } of the great 
crisis issues: Middle East. Cen- 
tral America, and the U.S.- 
Soviet (and West European. 
Chinese, and Japanese as well; 
arms control disagreements. 

What can be settled? Not 
much in the end. but figtuing 
can always be ended, people 
and places can be spared from 
destruction. West Beirut was 
spared in the end. and so was 
Tripoli. When the West Beirut 


siege by the Israelis was lifted 
last year, the money-holders 
throughout the world breathed 
more easily. Signs of economic 
recovery began to multiply. 

•This November, signs of 
worry began to grow as a vast 
U.S. fleet came together off the 
Lebanon coast. The worries 
grew. Would U.S. soldiers land 
in even greater numbers and 
march toward the Shouf or the 
Bekaa and come into conflict 
with the Syrians? There were 
right-wingers in Washington 
who urged this course on the 
administration. The louder 
their voices, the higher the dol- 
lar went. 

And the higher the dollar 
goes, the louder other voices in 
Washington that say one thing: 
Cool things down... eve- 
rywhere. 
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$300 billion ‘to re-arm America’

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan is expected to send Con- 
gress a defence budget of more 
than 5300 billion this month, des-. . 
igned to put thejQnishing^pucbes^ 
on his pledge to “re-a^n Arne-' 
rica." 

Mr. Reagan made his promise 
when he took office inJVSl . and 
by the time his term ends this 
year, the United States will have 
spent about SI. 500 billion on 
arms. 

The new budget will cover def- 
ence spending for the 1985 fin- 
ancial year beginning next Oct- 
ober. 

Officials expect the money will 
not be used for major new pro- 
grammes, with the possible exc- 
eption of increased research on a 
space-based defence system, but 
for more of the ships, planes and 
missiles already being built. 

Although budget-makers in the 
Pentagon Defence Department 
and in the White House have not 
yet set a final figure for arms spe- 
nding. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger wants a big jump 
from the 1984 level. 

Sizeable cots 

Estimating defence spending 
for 1984 a year ago. Mr. Reagan 
and Mr. Weinberger asked for 
5273.4 billion. But Congress fea- 
red too much money was going on 
arms at the expense of a soaring 
budget deficit and cut their req- 
uest to $258.1 billion. 

Mr. Weinberger, criticising the 
cut. told reporters earlier this 
month: ’Tin sincerely convinced 
without the slightest question that 
■an increase in the defence budget 
"is absolutely required.” 


Mr. Weinberger supported Mr. 
Reagan's original plan to ask 
Congress for $321.5 billion for 
1985. But congressional budget 
officials have said Pentagon spe- 
nding should be more in the range 
of $289 billion. 

Some senior White House aides 
"arc pushing for a $305 billion req-s 
uest, saying that having reduced 
his original demand Mr. Reagan 
can argue the arms budget is alr- 
eady at rock bottom and can pro- 
ject a lower budget deficit. 

Policing role 

But Mr. Weinberger has always 
argued defence budgets cannot be 
pegged to the health of the eco- 
nomy. but only to the amount 
needed to protect the national 
security. 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Wei- 
nberger want a U.S. military 
strong enough not only to mai- 
ntain its traditional presence in 
Western Europe. South Korea, 
and Japan, but also able to quell 
fighting quickly if it breaks out in 
other trouble-spots. 

These include Southwest Asia, 
to protect the flow of Gulf oil in 
the interests of the industrial nat- 
ions, and in South America, where 
Mr. Reagan believes Communism 
is creeping slowly northward tow- 
ards the U.S. border. 

To meet these demands, the 
Pentagon will continue to build up 
existing defences as well as pur- 
suing its massive weapon pro- 
curement plans in the coming 
year. 

When he took office. Mr. Rea- 
gan called for modernisation of 
the country's nuclear “triad" of 
missile-carrying bombers and 
ground and submarine- launched 
missiles. He got virtually eve- 
rything he wanted. 



Money secured 

He also called for a 600-ship 
fleet as well as increased pur- 
chases of aircraft and improved 
command and communications. 

Although 600 ships are not 
built Navy Secretary John Leh- 
man says enough money has been 
■committed and enough keels laid 
to ensure that there can be no tur- 
ning back and it is only a matter of 
lime before all 600 are at sea. 

Pentagon plans for 1^85 cal] for 
building 720 more General Dyn- 
amics M-l tanks towards an army 
goal of 7.000. and 830 FMC Cor- 
poration Bradley armoured fig- 
hting vehicles. for which the goal is 
6.900. 

The tanks cost about $2.5 mil- 
lion each and the Bradleys about 
SI. 8 million. 

Planned ship purchases include 
one Trident ballistic missile sub- 
marine. at about SI. 5 billion, and 
four attack submarines, at about, 
$500 million each. 

The navy also wants three gui- 
ded missile cruisers, with the latest 
firepower systems, at S 1 .2 billion 
each. 

In addition, they want money 


for two of four World War 11 bai- 
•tleships that are to be modernised, 
the Wisconsin and the Missouri. 
The New Jersey has already been 
remodernised and is in action off 
Lebanon, and refitting has begun 
on the Iowa. 

. Navy procurement plans for 
1985 also include 92 McDonnell 
Douglas F-l s jet fighters, at about 
S22 million each, toward a goal of 
1.377 planes. 

Air force plans include 72 F-l 5 
fighters, also built by McDonnell 
Douglas, at $213 million each, 
and 120 General Dynamics F-l 6s, 
at $16 million each. 

Money for 34 B-l strategic 
bombers, being built by Rockwell 
International is also to be inc- 
luded in the budget. A total of 1 00 
are planned, for $20.5 billion. 

Space war too 

Mr. Reagan is expected to ask 
for congressional approval ro res- 
ume production of nerve gas. He 
has turned down in similar req- 
uests the past two years. 

He will also probably ask for 
funds for the “star wary" space- 
based defence, proposed in a spe- 
ech last March, defence officials 
said. 

The programme envisages using 
much still-unperfected technology 
including Ipers to destroy inc- 
oming missiles as they leave their 
launch pads or while they are in 
flight. 

Officials estimate the research 
programme could cost between 
$18 billion and $27 billion over 
■five years. 

But they said Mr. Reagan was 
likely to ask only for between 
S51X) m. and one billion to finance 
the programme’s first year. 


Revenge war against Basque activists

MADRID — The emergence of 
a shadowy group vowing to fight a 
revenge war against Basque sep- 
aratist guerrillas living in France 
has led to allegations of Spanish 
government involvement in an 
escalating “dirty war.” 

In less than a month, the self- 
styled Anti-Terrorist Liberation 
Group (GALl has struck three 
times in the French Basque region 
described by Spanish authorities 
as a sanctuary for the guerrillas of 
ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Freedom}. 

The government has pledged to ■ 
cooperate with France to unmask 
the anti-terrorist group, but both 
radical and moderate Basque pol- 
iticians openly accuse the ruling 
Socialists of promoting a “dirty 
war’’ on both sides of the border. 

The president of the moderate 
Basque Nationalist Party (PNV). 


the dominant force in the region, 
told a rally last week in Bilbao: “ 1 
am convinced, although 1 cannot 
prove it. that the GAL and the 
dirty war are backed from Mad- 
rid.” 

“When a government reaches 
such extremes it places itself out- 
side all ethics, endangers its very 
institutions and admits its inability 
to solve a problem”. Xavier Arz- 
aJlus said. 

GAL’s kidnap of a Basque ref- 
ugee- the murder of ETA member 
Jose Oniaedera and last week’s 
shooting of Miguel Goikoetxea.- 
an ETA executioner wanted for 
23 killings in Sapin. came shortly 
after the arrest of four Spanish 
policemen accused of trying to 
kidnap another ETA leader in 
France. 

Prinre Minister Felipe Gonzalez 
has drawn heavy criticism by sta- 
ting that, although he condemned 
GAL’s attacks and intended to 
fight terrorism through con- 
stitutional means, he was more 


worried by the 5tm deaths caused 
by ETA since 1 977 in its fight for 
an independent Manrist state. 

“ His worrying staiem ents abo ut 
ETA’s crimes in no way absolve 
terrorism of another kind.” the 
leading daily El Pals said Saturday 
in an editorial. 

Mr. Gonzalez's spokesman 
Eduardo Sotillos responded later 
by expressing the government’s 
readiness to cooperate with Fra- 
nce to identify GAL’s members'. 
Basque moderates fear that the 
issue may have already provided 
the separatists with ammunition in 
their campaign for February’s reg- 
ional parliament elections. 

The Herri Batasuna (Popular 
Unity) coalition, considered the 
political arm of ETA, said in a 
communique: “The Socialist 
Party is responsible for this and ks 
hands are stained with blood.” 

The PNV-con trolled aut- 

.. onomous government formally 
demanded a thorough inv- 
estigation but Mr. Arzallus had 


previously told reporters ihat“the 
government knows pretty well 
who GAL are.” 

Basque politicians believe the 
group's members are professional 
killers linked to organised crime 
or right-wing extremists, a view 
reinforced by the arrest in France 
of a former member of the O AS. a 
clandestine group that fought aga- 
inst Algerian independence in the 
19511s. 

They suggesi they could be in 
the pay of either the Spanish sec- 
urity forces or businessmen tired 
of paying the “revolutionary 
taxes” extorted by ETA and recall 
the emergence of at least two sim- ■ 
ilar groups in the past few years. 

The commander of the par- 
amilitary civil guard. Lt.- Gen. 
Ignacio Saenz de Santa Maria. 
Friday denied any involvement by 
the security forces but added: 
“There are many interests hurt by 
ETA and they will naturally pun- 
ish ETA in return, but that’s Fra- 
nce’s - problem.” 


Palestinians see Jews 
as violent, prejudiced

DHEISHEH REFUGEE CAMP. 
Israeli-occupied West Bank - 
The 1 1 -year-old Arab girl has fre- 
ckles on her nose and wears a red 
ribbon at the top of a long braid 
that swings to and fro along her 
back. Her name is Amal Abu Al 
Jamiyya. Amal means hope. 

She has never seen a Jew wit- 
hout a gun. 

In the labyrinth of pathways 
that meander among the cold con- 
crete houses of her slum, a refugee 
camp that has been under Israeli 
military occupation since six years 
before she was bora. Amal sees 
only two kinds of Jews: uniformed 
soldiers and civilian settlers, usu- 
ally running through the camp 
after children who have thrown 
stones at Israeli cars and buses. 

She has never spokesn to a Jew. 
She says she never wants to. 

“Do you like Jews?” she is 
asked. 

“No”. 

“Why not?” 

“They attack our houses, bre- 
aking everything, building set- 
tlements.” 

Why would she not want to talk 
with any Jews? "Because they are 
our enemies.” 

And what is her dream in life? 
"To get back our land.” 

How? “Demonstrate.” And 
then, after a moment's thought, 
this cute girl with freckles adds. 
" We must use guns.” 

In a camp like this. Arabs’ ima- 
ges of Jews are the harshest and 
most categorical of any living 
under Israeli control. Urban res- 
idents of the West Bank often dis- 
play less hostility, or at least mask 
it with sophisticated argument. 
Arabs inside Israel proper, who. 
are Israeli citizens themselves, are 
caught in complex ambivalence 
about the stereotypes they hold. 

Bui those in the Dheisheh camp 
just south of Bethlehem exist beh- 
ind walk that have become met- 
aphors for their isolation: the con- 
crete barricades that the Israeli 
Army has recently erected across 
all the camp's exits to the main 
road to discourage stone- 
throwers. 

Although the 5.(100 camp res- 
idents may leave and enter thr- 
ough a back way. they smile ang- 
rily when they call their slum their 
“ghetto.” relishing the opp- 
ortunity to turn the language of 
Jewish suffering against the Jews. 

Nadir al-Farat. 1 3. a boy with a 
film of pain across his eyes. I ikes to 
throw stones. Jews have tried to 
talk to him. "Sometimes soldiers 
call to speak with me.” he says, 
“but 1 refuse and run away.” What 
does he want to be when he grows 
up? “Fedayee” he says firmly. 

Across the pre-1967 border, 
inside Israel proper, the Arabs 
who have lived as Israeli citizens 
since 194.N are generally less mil- 
.itani. although they have their 
prejudices. Some say to each 
other. “Don’t behave like a Jew.” 
by which they mean arrogant or 
stingy. 

The common stereotypes of 
Jews held by Israeli Arabs include 
violence, sexual permissiveness, 
greed, sneakiness, technological 
superiority and a lack of personal 
warmth. 

“There is awe of Jews, and 
envy.” said Peter Schaktraan. 23. 
an Amercian Jew from Buffalo. 
New York, "who is living in an 
Arab village as part of Interns for 
Peace, a programme to increase 
Arab-Jewish contacts and und- 
erstanding.” To many Arabs, who 
judge by their own standards of 
effusive hospitality, “Jews are 
cold. Jews are inhospitable.” Mr. 
Schaktman said. 

Violence predominant 

Violence is a heavy theme. Str- 
eet games involve fantasies of 
Arab-Jewish battles. Walid Sadik. 
a teacher and member of the town 
council of the Arab village of 
Taibe. northeast of Tel Aviv, and 
other Arabs say that their small 
sons and daughters, watching 
cowboy movies on television 


think the Arabs are fighting the 
Jews. 

“When yoy say. Mew.' they 
immediately think of a violent pol- 
iceman." said Khalil Samar, a sch- 
ool principal from Tamra in Gal- 
ilee. “If you ask a Jew. *What do 
you think of an Arab?’ they think 
lerorist or worse." 

Some Arabs find that their most 
emotional and complex contacts 
with Jewish society come in rel- 
ations between the sexes. Here, 
each side is most vulnerable, and 
the wounds can be deep. 

“ When I was a young guy I used 
to drive around in a Jeep and -go" 
into discos in Tiberius.'* said 
Samir Sabagh. an Arab buikldr- 
from the northern Galilee: His; 
Hebrew was so fluent and his afg£_ 
ea ranee such that many Jews Bo- 
ught he was Jewish. He useebfo- 
like to dance with “soldier gjrfe 
he recalled. Jewish women inihe-’ 
Israeli Army. “Once 1 was dancing . 
with a girl soldier.” he. said. ‘.‘and. 
she heard me speaking Arabic toa- 
friend. She said." What? You’re aE 
Arab? 1 won't dance with you’. I ", 
can't dance with you*’ She backed' - 
away. 

“I said: ‘You're not dancing 
with an Arab. You're dancing with 
a person.* ” He added: “ It took me 
two to three weeks and she was 
begging me to take her out." 

• For more than a year. Zohar 
Endrawos. 25. from the Arab 
lovvn:of Tarshiha. dated a young 
woman from the neighbouring 
Jewish village of Maalot. “Then I 
found out what racism was." he 
said. “How many times I heard 
'dirty Arab* from her parents, fri- 
ends." 

During a lovers’ quarrel, "even 
my own girlfriend said to me once. 
“This will teach me to get close to 
you barbarians.” he recalled. "1 
could never have said that to her 
about her Jewishness." 

He added: “In general. Arabs 
are afraid of Jewish things - any- 
thing that’s Jewish, they’re afraid 
of. The education I received from 
my mother was to walk next to the 
wall and not cause any problems.", 

Of all the images of Jews that 
Arabs possess, the one that ignites 
the deepest fury among* Israeli. 
Jews is the argument that what the 
Nazis did to the Jews, the Jews 
now do Jo the Palestinians. 

Israel rules 33 million Jews and 
nearly 2 million Arabs, including 
those resident in the occupied ter- 
ritories.

Whehr-Prince Faisal {King Hus- 
sero’s great uncle) formed his first 
military government in 1 y 1 N after 
the First World War. Jordanians 
took' pan. in the elections, held in 
the .following year. 

In 1 921. a national government 
for Jordan was formed under Pri- 
nce Abdullah (King Hussein's 
grandfather and founder of the 
Kingdom -, and in 1**23 a con- 
sultative council (Shura; was set 
up. Following Britain's rec- 
ognition of Transjordan’s ind- 
ependence on May 25. 1**23. a 
national committee was set up to 
draw up a law for the country’s 
parliament. 

In l**2S. when the Anglo- 
Jordanian treaty was drawn, a leg- 
islative law was issued and fol- 
lowed by a general election in 
April 1**2 **. The second election 
was held 1 *->3 1 and the elected 
house's mandate lasted for three 
years. 

The third legislative house was 
elected in 1**34. and in November 
J‘*37 the fourth electron was held 
and. the new house's mandate ran 
until 1**42. The fifth election was 
held in October 1*J42. 

Following the country's ind- 
ependence. and the proclamation 
of the. monarchy in 1**46. a new

c institution was enacted and pub- 
ii shed in the official gazette in 
February 1447. The constitution 
s ated that the legislative powers 
v ere invested in the King and par- 
liament which consisted of the 
lower House of Parliament and 
ne Upper House (Senate. The 
senate will have members app- 
c inted by a royal decree, while 
t eputies of the Lower House will 
l e elected by the public, the con- 
s ilution stipulated. 

In I ‘*47. a new election was held 
and the parliament's mandate las- 
t ;d until 1 **50 when a decision was 
i iken to dissolve it as a result of 
t ie proclamation of unity between 
t ie East and the West Banks of 
J nrdan. This was followed by a 
general election, and in 1**52 a 
new constitution 1 for Jordan was 
: nnounced stating that the nation 
i s the source of all powers and that 
i he prime minister and cabinet 
members are all responsible to 
parliament, as a whole or in their 
i idividual capacity. 

In 1**54 new amendments were 
i liroduced to the constitution. 
’ 'hesc included among others. new 
1 towers for parliament to submit a 
notion of confidence in the cab- 
net or a cabinet member, and 
cquires each ministry to present 
tarliamem within 30 days with a 
»i ate mem so as to acquire the par- 
liament's confidence and app- 
roval. The amendments also pro- 
vided for the government to resign 
Within one week after parliament 






Had been dissolved and a care- 
taker government will be app- 
ointed to supervise the election of 
the new parliament. 

Occupation of 1967 

Parliamentary life in Jordan las- 
ted until 1«>67. the year of the 
West Bank's occupation, in view 
of the Israeli occupation, no new 
elections were held and the last 
parliament which, had been ele- 
cted in April 1**67 lasted until 
I ‘*7 1 . 

In 1**72. it was decided to ext- 
end the Lower House’s mandate 
for one more year and in 1*J73 a 
similar decision was taken for ano- 
ther two-year extention. 

In 1**74. the Arab summit in 
Rabat adopted a resolution rec- 
ognising the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO' as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people and approved 
the formation of a Palestinian 
government in the ’West Bank 
after the end of the Israeli occ- 
upation pf that territory. 

In the light of the Rabat’s res- 
olution. parliamentary life in Jor- . 
dan was suspended and new ame- 
ndments were introduced to the 
country’s constitution. In a session 
held on Nov. it*. 1**74. parliament 
granted King Hussein the power 
to postpone elections in the cou- 
ntry in view of the compelling cir- 
cumstances under which the cou- 
ntry was living. 



In 1**76. parliament introduced' 
another amendment to the con- 
stitution granting itself the power 
to reconvene in an extraordinary 
session for introducing ame- 
ndments to the constitution under 
paragraph five of the con- 
stitution's 73rd article. 

A I **73 amendment to the con- 
stitution stated: “Should a deputy 
seal fall vacant by death or res- 
ignation or other reasons, by- 
elections should be held within 
(wo months to fill the scat. If the 
seat is in the senate, a new senator 
will be appointed. The mandate of 
the new members will last until the 
end of (he house's mandate. If 
however, a seat fell vacant under 
very difficult circumstances ren- 
dering by-elections impossible, 
parliament will eled another 
member to represent the same 
constituency within 3<* days of 
being informed of the vacant seat. 

Parliamentary life remained 
suspended in Jordan until l**7s 
when King Hussein sent a message 
to Prime Minister Mudar Bad ran 
calling for the enactment oF a tem- 
porary law forming the National 
Consultative Council (NCC io 
serve temporarily in place of the 
suspended parliament. In his mes- 
sage. King Hussein stressed that 
the council will by no means serve 
as an alternative to parliament 
which will resume its functions 
when circumstances permit. The 
royal message outlined the duties 
and responsibilities of the NCC. 


which included giving advise and 
assistance to the government, 
debating public policies, rev- 
iewing legislations and laws ena- 
cted by the executive authorities 
and other essential activities that 
serve the higher public interests. 

On April 20. I*i7s. the first con- 
sultative council was formed 
under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Ahmad Al Lawzi. now chief of the 
Royal Court. The council grouped 
6o members who were appointed 
by a royal decree. The second 
NCC was formed in 1***0 under 
the chairmanship of Ahmad Al 
Tarawneh tnow speaker of the 
SenaLe and the third NCC was in 
April 1***2 under the cha- 
irmanship of Suleiman Arar. The 
last NCC grouped 75 members 
representing a cross-section of the 
Jordanian people. 

Calls for participation 

Under the mandates of the 
three councils, there had arisen a 
growing feeling among the public 
(or the need to expand the basis of 
public participation in the cou- 
ntry’s decision-making process 
and- in shouldering public res- 
ponsibility. This has prompted 
many citizens to search for a new- 
formula for resuming par- 
liamentary life. 

In Nov. 1***3. King Hussein 
told a Kuwaiti newspaperthat par- 
liament will reconvene soon and in 



December Prince Hassan said that 
King Hussein's call for a res- 
umption of parliamentary life in 
Jordan is acail on all Jordanians to 
take pan in snouldering res- 
ponsibilities in development, edu- 
cation. and other aspects of life in 
the country.

In accordance with the par- 
liament law of i **6M. there must be 
6(* members in ihe house of dep 7 
uties representing both banks, 
and the law assigned the countries 
constituencies and parliamentary 
seats as follows:

SYDNEY (R) — Australian fast bowler Dennis Lil- 
lee ended his test career in style Friday when he took 
a wicket with his final ball to set his team up for a 
10-wicket victory over Pakistan in the fifth and final 
cricket test here. 


Lillee took the last four wickets 
to finish with four for xx 35 Pak- 
istan crumbled to 2 in all out after 
starting the day at 47 for one lea- 
ving Australia to score just 35 runs 
to clinch the series 2-0. 

The 34 -year-old Lillee, who 
announced his retirement during 
the match, finished his test career 
with 355 wickets from 70 tests and 
appropriately shared the limelight 
with his great compatriot Greg 
Chappell who on Thursday ended 
his international career with a cen- 
tury and a record number of test 
runs tor an Australian. 

Australia's best bowler Friday 
.though was again Lillee's last bow- 
ling partner Geoff Lawson who 
captured four for4N to finish with 
nine for 1 1»7 in the match and des- 
ervedly win the Man of the Series 
award. 

Pakistan began disastrously 


Friday when Lawson bowled 
vludassar Nazar for 21 in his first 
over. 

Qasim Omar followed soon 
after when he edged a Lawson 
•oulswinger to Rodney Marsh after 
he had scored 56 and Marsh was 
again in action when he caught 
Zaheer Abbas for 33 off Rodney 
Hogg just before lunch. 

Pakistan collapsed completely 
alter lunch when captain Imran 
Khan, playing purely as a bat- 
sman. gave Marsh yet another 
catch off Rodney Hogg to be dis- 
missed for seven. 

Lillee then wrapped up the tail 
with the only resistance coming 
from the talented Javed Miandad 
who hit a brave 6». 

'Australian openers Kepler 
W esse Is and Wayne Phillips hit off 
the runs in only five overs and the 
Australians deservedly look the 


series. 

Later Australian skipper Kim 
Hughes said the result should con- 
vince people about his captaincy 
ability. 

“Today was the best way of say- 
ing thanks to Greg Chappell and 
Dennis Lillee for ail the ins- 
piration they have been over the 
years.” he said. 

Imran had no excuses for his 
team's performance" and he said 
Pakistan had been beaten by a bet- 
ter team. 

He said the difference between 
the two sides was the Australian 
bow’Iing line-up which could dis- 
miss a side twice in a match. 

But he said Pakistan should still 
have drawn the match. 

“The ball was not doing that 
much except perhaps in the first 
hour. We did not bat well eno- 
ugh.” he said. 

Pakistan now go into the tri- 
angular one-day series with Aus- 
tralia and the West indies with 
iheir first match against Australia 
in 3 day-night game at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground next Tuesday. 


European rivals rush to copy 
revolutionary Soviet bob 


IOLS. Austria (R - At least 
three European teams are copying 
the revolutionary design of ihe 
new Soviet two-man bob in time 
lor next month s winter Olympics, 
West German team sources said 
f-ridav. 

The sources, attending a Nat- 
ions Cup meeting here, said plans 
ol the bob obtained by Swiss Oly- 
mpic champion Erich Schaerer 
had been acquired by the Italian 
team who expected to develop 
their own version in time for the 
games. 

Swiss team olficials have alr- 
eady said they will produce two 
new Soviet-style bobs next week 
and the sources said Austria's 
Peter Kicnast plans to test a sim- 
ilar model soon. 

The torpedo-shaped Soviet 
bobs caused a sensation wfien they 
were unveiled in West Germany in 
November and have helped Soviet 
teams - prev inusiy ranked as out- 
siders - to a number of course 
records. 


The So> iet reaction to this whirl 
of activity among rival teams was 
muted, viikhaii Basov, head of the 
Soviet sports committee's luge 
and bobsleigh department, com- 
mented: “It’s not forbidden to 
copy - let them do it.” 

The Swiss team said their two 
sleds lor the Sarajevo Games 
would cost 4i).(Mtti francs 
(<! v.ihiii to build. 

But the individualistic Schaerer, 
who won the two-man bob gold 
medal in Lake Placid four years 
ago. decided to go it alone and 
commission his own sled from a 
design he obtained. 

The West German sources said 
Schaerer had asked an Italian piloi 
to take the plans to the Cortina 
d'Ampezzo works of constructor 
Sergio Siorpaes. who is in dispute 
with the Italian team. 

But they said that Siorpaes’ 
main rival. Oskar Podar. had acq- 
uired photooopiesof the plans and 
was now building Soviet-type ver- 
sions lor the Italian team! 


The Austrian Kienast helped 
Schaerer with the designs and will 
get his own new bob next week., 
the sources said. 

The sport’s international gov- 
erning body FIBT has said Ihe 
Soviet bob is legal but West Ger- 
man two-man bob champion 
Anton Hscher Friday called for 
restrictions on design to give all 
competitors an equal chance.

LONDON (R) — Many European currencies again 
fell to. record lows as the dollar continued its surge 
Friday, while stock markets around the world boo- 
med on prospects of a stronger economic recovery. 


Stock markets in London, Fra- 
nkfurt and most Asian centres reg- 
istered record price levels, fol- 
lowing the new year lead set by 
Wall Street. 

Both the' dollar and some stock 
market prices came down slightly 
from the day’s peaks as some ope- 
rators claimed their profits on rec- 
ent transactions, but dealers saw 
no evidence of a change in the cur- 
rent upward trend. 

“The dollar may be running out 
of steam somewhat at the end o£ 
the week... but it is certainly not 
set for a significant profit-taking 
generated downturn, and can be 
expected to continue trading near 
its highs." one dealer said. 

Iti London, the dollar climbed 
above 2.N1 West German marks 


far the first time in If) years in 
early trading, and sec new record 
highs against sterling, the French 
franc and the Italian lira. 

But the U.S. currency, which 
has risen by about eight pfennigs 
against the mark in the last week, 
later eased slightly from these 
highs on profit-taking.

Management closes down 
strike-hit Talbot car plant 


PARIS (R. 1 — About 11X1 Talbot 
management officials moved in io 
. assess damage when the strike- 
bound Poissy car plant near Paris 
closed down Friday after two days 
of violent clashes between wor- 
' kers, eyewitnesses said. 

About five busloads of riot pol- 
ice stood by but the factory was 
quiet and no workers or union 
leaders were present, they said. 
The officials checked equipment 
and began to restore order in the 
workshops. 

One final assembly- room was 
devastated and more than 5 u peo- 
ple injured when fighting broke 
out there Thursday. Strikers and 
workers wanting to go back to 
(heir jobs hurled bolts, tools and 
pieces of car bodies at each other. 

The communist-led CGT trade 
union, which backs a return to 
work but with negotiations, plans 
to march through Paris later Fri- 
day in protest at the violence and 
in support of jobs. 

Management had been trying 
for three days to restart pro- 
duction at the plant, paralysed for 
nearly a month by the strike over 
the axing of 1.905 jobs. 

But on Thursday it said the dan- 
ger to personnel forced it to close 


Poissy from Friday and stop pay- 
ing the 15 -000-strong work force. 

Peugeot, which bought the tro- 
ubled Talbot company from Chr- 
ysler in 197X. told the unions it 
had started moves to separate its- 
elf legally from Talbot. 

Peugeot said it was transferring 
its shares in the car producing firm 
Talbot SNC to a dormant com- 
pany called Sora S.A. and Talbot 
S.A. 

Industrial sources said this freed 
Peugeot from financial res- 
ponsibility should Talbot be dec- 
lared bankrupt. The process how- 
ever would take six months for 
legal reasons. 

After announcing the closure 
(he Talbot management said it 
would not reopen the factory unl- 
ess those causing the violence 
were expelled. 

The crisis has developed into a 
confrontation between three tra- 
des unions involved — the right- 
wing CSL. which has accepted the 
government-backed redundancy 
plan, the CGT. which has agreed 
to resume work but wants neg- 
otiations.' and the CFDT. which is 
holding out on strike and wants 
the 1.9(15 reinstated. 


1984 greets OPEC with slack market 


PARIS (R; — Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC; oil producers face a slack’ 
oil market in the first three months 
of iyx4 and may have to cut back 
production to well below their 
output ceiling. Inlematinal Ene- 
rgy Agency (!EA‘ officials told 
Reuters. 

The officials, who declined to be 
identified, were commenting on 
the latest IEA monthly oil market 
report. 

They said the 13 OPEC mem- 
bers were producing an average 
1 x.X million barrels a day last qua- 
rter but may have to drop to bet- 
ween 16 and 16.5 million barrels 
daily during the first three months 
of this year. 

Severe winter weather con- 
ditions in North America over the 
past two weeks put an abrupt end 


to a decline in free spot market 
prices, pushing them back up tow- 
ards official OPEC and North Sea 
price levels, the report noted. 

Bui latest IEA estimates show 
that oversupply totalled 90O.U0H 
barrels a day in the fourth quarter 
of 19X3. 

“That oil is going to have to find 
its way into the market.” one off- 
icial said. 

Oil consumption by Western 
industrialised countries increased 
in the second half of 19K3. boo- 
sted by faster economic growLh 
mainly in North America. IEA 
figures show. But the increase was 
not as much as expected. 

The overall outlook for OPEC 
in 14X4 was. however, less ala- 
rming than a year ago when spot 
market prices collapsed and the 
organisation was forced to cut its 
official price by 55 a barrel IEA 


sources said. 

Non-communist world oil dem- 
and is expected to grow in the first 
quarter by 3.2 per cent, compared 
with the first three months of 
1 9X3. to 46.4 million barrels daily 
as economic activity quickens. 

Though demand for OPEC oil is 
likely to be reduced sharply as ref- 
iners use up existing stocks at a 
rate of as much as 2 >5 to three 
million barrels a day in the first 
three months of 19X4. it should 
pick up later in the year, the sou- 
rces said.

B.P. hits 
oil in South 
China Sea 

PRKING (R1 — British Petroleum 
has found oil from a first well dri- 
lled in its vast offshore concession 
in the South China Sea, industry 
sources said Friday. 

They said first indications were 
encouraging but cautioned that, 
even if the find denoted a possible 
field, more drilling would be nee- 
ded to verify commercial pro- 
spects. 

The sources said an ann- 
ouncement of the discovery was 
expected soon from British Pet- 
roleum development Ltd. B.P. 
heads a Tour-company consortium 
that is hoping for another “North 
Sea” bonanza off the Chinese 
coast. 

B.P. headquarters in London 
Friday declined to comment on the 
possibility of a China Sea find and 
said testing on the first well was not 
complete. 

But the company did deny sto- 
ckmarket rumours that poor qua- 
lity oil had been found. The rum- 
ours knocked several pence off 
B.P. shares overnight. 

The B.P.’ consortium was the 
first to sign with China under the 
country’s first round of com- 
petetive bidding for offshore oQ 
exploration. 

The consortium includes B.P. 
with 45 per cent, Brazil's Pet- 
robras International Braspetro 
with 15 per cent, Broken HMl Pro- 
prietary of Australia with 20 per' 
cent and Petro-Canada and Ran- 
ger Oil of Canada with 10 per cent 
each. 

B.P. has been drilling about 320 
kilometres offshore in the Pearl 
River Basin, generally regarded as 
the most hopeful of China's pot- 
ential offshore oil basins. 

Four exploration blocks ran by 
the B.P. consortium cover about 
10,000 square kilometres. 

In the oil industry, some com- 
panies have termed the Chinese 
concession areas as po t en t ially 
“another North Sea.

One person was 
killed, eight were injured and two 
buildings were destroyed. 

The report said the attack, on 
the northeastern port of Potosi 
J5o kilometres from Managua.' 
was the third this week. 

Opponents of the Sandinists 
who met Mr. Stone earlier mid 
reporters that he probably told the 
Nicaraguan government that n 
must negotiate with the ins- 
urgents. 

But the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment has vowed never to open 
talks with the guerrillas, whom it 
regards as supporters ol the unp- 
opular dictatorship ol the late 
Anastasio Somnza 


Mr. Stone would not comment 
on the substance ot his dis- 
cussions. telling reporters only 
that his talks with junta coo- 
rdinator Daniel Onega and For- 
eign Minister d'Escnm were •‘det- 
ailed. specific, and rather con- 
structive." 

But diplomats in Managua said 
they expected Mr. Stone would 
have heard tresli protests against

“ The talks took place in a cordial 
atmosphere."

No dctailsof these proposals, by 
lour pro-American countries in 
the area. Honduras. El Salvador. 
Guatemala and Costa Rica, were 
officially available. 

Nicaragua itself, viewed by the 
United Slates as the source of reg- 
ional conflict, will be represented 
at the meeting, as well as the four 
countries making up the so-called 
Comadora Group. Mexico. Col- 
ombia. Venezuela and Panama. 

The Central American pro- 
posals were drafted in response to 
last month’ s scheme by the Con- 
tadora Group based on its 
widely-approved 2 1 -point peace 
plan.

Gand hr s ruling Congress 1 1 P3ny 
was badly mauled in the key Hindi 
state of Uttar Pradesh. 

The BJ P convention precedes a 
meeting in Calcutta next week at 
which opposition leaders will try 
to forge greater unity for the ele- 
ctions in an attempt to dethrone 
Mrs. Gandhi. 

It is pan of a quickening tempo 
of political activity across India in 
an election year. 

Congress’ll held a meeting of 
Ki.tilH) party workers in Calcutta 
last week to set the seal on the 
main themes for its election cam- 
paign. The 66-vear-old prime 
minister has called for a series of 
further party meetings in the next 
two months.

Ethiopian Foreign Minister 
Goshu Woldc said earlier Friday 
he was convinced Vlr. Habre 
would attend the talks despite 
what he called “machinations by 
certain powers" to discourage him 
from coming to the Ethiopian cap- 
ital. 


Prospects for better ties emerge 
after Jaruzelski, Glemp talks 


WARSAW |R- - A prospect of 
closer relations between Poland’s 
Communist rulers and the Vatican 
has emerged from talks between 
Prime Minister Wojciech Jar- 
uzelski and Cardinal Jozef Glemp. 
the Polish primate. 

Catholic Church and gov- 
ernment sources declined to give 
details of five hours of discussions 
between the two men Thursday 
about Poland’s economic and pol- 
itical difficulties and a possible 
release of political prisoners. 

A commnunique stressed their 
shared alarm over international 
tensions and the arms race since' 
NATO's -deployment of new 
medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Europe and Soviet counter- 
measures. 

They agreed that “Poland, as a. 
country which so singularly suf- 
fered during the World War II, has 


special reason to seek the pre- 
servation of world peace, to which 
further development of contacts 
between Polish state authorities 
and the apostolic sec can con- 
tribute". 

The document also expressed 
satisfaction with Pope John Paul's 
v isit last J une “the course of which 
proved favourable to this cou- 
ntry". 

informed sources said the ref- 
erence to closer contacts between 
the government and the Vatican 
could indicate a first step towards 
a normalisation of diplomatic rel- 
ations. 

The Vatican has never sent a 
papal nuncio to Communist Pol- 
and and moves towards raising the 
level of contacts in recent years 
foundered in the Solidarity crisis 
and martial law which was con- 
demned by the Polish bishops. 


The meeting between Glemp 
and Jaruzelski was their first since 
the papal visit which was widely 
acclaimed by staunchly Catholic 
Poles and was followed by an inc- 
rease in the harassment of the 
church by the authorities. 

Informed sources said before 
the talks that Glemp intended to 
press for a release of political pri- 
soners held since the crackdown 
on Solidarity in WNl. 

The government was reported 
anxious to see church leaders 
impose stronger discipline on pri- 
ests who support the banned 
union and attack Communism 
from their pulpits. 

The communique said only that 
the two men “discussed some ess- 
ential problems across the range 
of relations between church and 
slate". 


Zhao talks symbolise more stable U.S. -China ties

WASHINGTON - Chinese 
Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang 
meets President Reagan for talks 
next week that symbolise a dee- 
pening and more stable U.S.- 
China relationship despite con- 
tinuing differences over Taiwan. 

Mr. Zhao is the highest Chinese 
official to visit the United Slates 
since elder statesman Deng Xia- 
oping came in I *>7*> after full dip- 
lomatic tics were established. He 
arrives in Hawaii Saturday and is 
due to spend the weekend at the 
historic town of Williamsburg. 
Virginia, before coming to Was- 
hington on Monday. 

One U.S. official said the -cur- 
rent state of relations did not quite 
equal the euphoria achieved dur- 
ng the Jimmy Carter adm-. 
inislration. but added “h is- cer- 
tainly going up" after traversing a 


difficult phase earlier in Mr. 
Reagan's term. The American 
leader is due to visit China in 
April. 

Peking is eager to reap the ben- 
efit of its U.S. lies to achieve its 
modernisation goals while Was- 
hington has a strategic interest in 
fostering relations with a Chinese 
government deeply distrustful of 
the Soviet Union. 

A key factor in improving rel- 
ations last year was a U.S. decision 
to ease controls on technology 
exports to China. 

Prospects for such exports are 
likely to get a further boost during 
Mr. Zhao's visit with the signing of 
an industrial and technological 
cooperation agreement during the 
course of hb talks with Mr. Rea- 
gan and his cabinet that start on 
Tuesday.
